connected with the citrus i n d u s t r y and

David A. Simon, otherwise k n o w n as 
David A. Maxfield, once a resident of 
tho Covina valley, is in jail at 
N o r t h 
Yakima, Washington, the self-confessed 
murderer of Mrs. Illie Simon, the di­ 
vorced wifo of his brother, F r a n k Si­ 
mon. The murder occurred on tho night 
of March 1, when Simpn shot the wo­ 
man from a position outside a window 
off her home as she w a s moving about 
in t h e house. F o r five days Simon was 
a fugituve 
from justice, but w a s 
ap­ 
prehended on March 0 by ttyi Washing­ 
ton authorities in Beverley, Grant coun­ 
ty, of, t h a t state. 
Ho confossod t o the 
police t h a t ho murdered his b r o t h e r ' s 
wife, but t h a t ho did not intend to kill 
her, and was only shooting to wound 
her.

STATE RAILROAD COMMISSION HEARINGS 


ON GRADE CROSSINGS BEING HELD 


(Editor's note—The question of the 
elimination of grade crossings is one 
of the foremost now confronting tho 
people of the state. The rapid rise of 
the automobile to a position only sec­ 
ond to the steam railroads as a carrier 
of passengers has involved the question 
of negligence at grade cros3fngs and 
alarmingly increased the annual acci­ 
dent death rate. The electric line froth 
Los Angeles to Covina and San Bernar­ 
dino has along its route many death­ 
traps where fatal accidents have re­ 
peatedly occurred during the last five 
years.) 


The state railroad commission has is­ 
sued a call for twenty-two hearings on 
the question of grade crossings, to be 
held throughout California, The v&ar- 
ing in Los Angeles was held on Tues­ 
day, pad was attended by Mayor C. S. 
Beardsley and Jerome Reynolds. Other 
hearings in Southern California will b e 
held at Santa Barbara, San Bernardino, 
Santa Ana, San Diego, and El Centro." 


This is part of the commission's cam­ 
paign to increase safety at 
railroad 
crossings, of which there are 
10,000 
grade crossings in the state: In issuing 
the .general call the commission 
has 
printed a booklet on grade crossing ac­ 
cidents. This study says in part: 


" During the year ended June 30, 
1914, the railroads reporting to the In­ 
terstate .commerce 
commission 
killed 
and'injured 4900 people at grade cross­ 


i n g s ; and the number of deaths and in­ 
juries is yearly increasing in, spito of 
the efforts being made to decrease theso 
figures. 
The railroads^ in 
addition-tb 
spending millions of dollars to separate 
grades to protect crossings, have been 
making a determined campaign xto edu­ 
cate their employees and the public to 
the dangers of crossings.

per cent of the deaths and injuries re­ 
ceived at grade crossings wore charge­ 
able to automobiles. 
While the pur­ 
pose is to protect traffic in general, it 
is manifest 
from 
these 
figures 
that 
automobile traffic is of such a character 
that when adequate protection is af­ 
forded for this class of traffic, all other 
traffic will be amply protected also. 
The first thing to be done in improving 
the grade crossing situation is to see 
to it that the cautious and 
careful 
driver is given every, chance to safe­ 
guard his passage over a crossing, and 
this can be done by any type of a sign 
which will warn him sufficiently 
in 
advance' that he is approaching a cross­ 
ing. Unfortunately, careful drivers arc 
comparatively few in numbers. 
The 
reckless drivers make the largest con­ 
tribution to the accident statistics and 
they can be protected only by making 
crossings "fool-proof"—by making it 
physically impossible for an automo­ 
bile and a train to come together—and 
as this means grado separations, it is, 
of course, out of the question on a 
largo scale. 
Tho average driver who 
forms the largest class is not a careful 
driver, nor, on the other hand, is he 
wantonly reckless; but statistics show 
that he fails to exercise care in safe­ 
guarding 
his 
passage 
over 
railroad 
crossings, and it is principally for him 
that grade crossings should bo improv­ 
ed and protected. 


"Ono of the "first things to bo done 
is to remove obstructions to the view 
where they exist and can bo removed. 
When 
they cannot be removed 
dud 
when traffic warrants, ample warning 
signals can be installed in such' a con­ 
spicuous place that it will bo impossi 
ble for them to be overlooked. 
At un 
usually dangerous crossings approach 
warning signs can bo placed. In cities 
the installation of human flagmen or 
gates can protect all except those who 
take no pains to protect themselves 
But the best step that can. be.taken in 
improving the grade crossing situation 
is in closing crossings which arc not 
absolutely needed. Grade crossings will 
be eventually abolished, 
and 
every 
grade crossing in existence, when that 
time comesj will mean an expenditure 


of from $30,000 to five times that sum

For the Walnut wash he 
sets aside $50,000. 
These items are for the confining of the streams 
and for deepening, widening and straightening. 


The editor of this paper has spent much time in company with, 
county offi'-ifils during their inspections of these local washes since 
the last big rains. 
Engineer Reagan has repeatedly walked 
the 
lengths of these local washes, and has studied them very carefully. 
lie 
is an engineer of the first rank, who has spent years on the 
Pacific coast in,the employ of the Harriman lines. 
Tie has no train­ 
ing in half-way measures; does not believe in slap-dash work, and 
in every report he has made has insisted on permanent work, not 
from any one local standpoint, but from the standpoint of the 
county as a whole, to benefit all the people. 
We believe his appor­ 
tionment for the local washes to be sufficient. 


The question now is whether the people will vote the bonds. 
It 
is one thing to prepare for flood control, and quite another thing to 
arouse the whole people to the necessity for flood control. 
'We may 
say right here, as a very pertinent interpolation, that the minds of 
tin- American people have been focussed on the subject of graft 
alleged and actual for the past decade, until it is coming to be in­ 
creasingly difficult to vote money for public work. 
The people now 
automatically cry '"graJ't." or mutter "'graft", the moment that any 
suggestion is made of spending money belonging to the public for 
the public. 
, 
This fact has brought about an antagonism to large and small 
bond issues. 
Confidence in public officials has been nt a very low ebb 
the past ten years, and we must face this situation and overcome it 
before any progressive work can be carried on in this county or else­ 
where in the United States. 


We believe the apportionment of the items in this proposed bond 
issue to have been made intelligently by the engineer. 
We are very 
gravely impressed with the necessity for action in this matter of 
flood control. 
Wo believe that the county should, spend the sum of 
.$3,600,000 for flood control. 
Tho work should begin 'thi* 'summer, 


i 
It is hot going 
1 to be difficult 'to make the rancher fcee .this in 
the proper light, for lie is a sufferer,- but are we going to "be "alile to' 
get favorable consideration from that great "don't care," indiffer­ 
ent, ai'sthetie, go-as-you-please vote that .constitutes 
seventy-five 
per cenft of every 
voting contingent. 
"We must face this* fact 
squarely. 
The bonds will not carry unless this passive vpte is edu­ 
cated to the need for flood control, and speaking frankly, this is a 
herculean task. 


If the bonds carry, we will see for the first time a permanent 
program begun for the confining of these wild waters that come 
down upon us periodically from the Sierra Madrc mountains. Above 
every other thing in this flood control matter is the necessity for 
work on the river channels. 
We must do something, or the line 
farming lands of this county will be ruined—that we know as ranch­ 
ers and country property-holders—but do the voters in the mass 
know this, and can they be made to vote the bbnds? 
This is some­ 
thing for you to think over right now. 


TO R E S I S T AND 
F I G H T I S T O L I V E .

We have heard a' number of scrmonB lately, in which the question 
of national preparedness has been the subject, or has been forcefully 
alluded to, and tho ministers seem to be against the training of 
American youths in preparation for possible conflict. 
One minister 
this week brought out strongly the fact that there are no gun* 
mounted on the border between United States and Canada, ahd that 
for over a hundred yearn the two countries have dwelt in harmony. 
If this border were bpistlihg with guns, the temptation would be an 
ever-growing one to at some time determine whoso, guns were the 
most powerful. 
There is something more than vain shadow in this 
idea, of course. 
* 


But opposite this idea of non-preparodness and disarmament is 
always tho sad fact that the man or the nation that is not prepared 
for defense will inevitably, sooner or later, be confronted by a test 
of strength or weakness. 
It used to be that the cave-man held his 
woman as his own property so long as his arm was strong. 
He got 
his meat for himself and his woman because he was stronger, or more 
subtle and more cunning than 'the animals he hunted. 
He owned a 
cave by right of possession and his ability to defend it from the 
raids of other cave-men. 
And the situation is exactly the same 
today. 


If you own a home in these civilized times, you own it and con­ 
tinue to own it because you are ever vigilant against those who covet 
it. 
If you do not defend your property rights when they are attack­ 
ed, you would lose your home, and many do loso their homes, because 
they ure weaker and less subtle and less cunning that those who 
attack 'them. 
There is nothing more viciously untrue than 
the 
statement that it takes two nations to make a war, or two individ­ 
uals to precipitate a fight. 
Powerful nations prey upon the weak 
and unprepared nations. 
Strong men wrest the. things they desire 
from the weak ones. 
In this we have remained in status quo since 
the day of the cave-man. 
Methods have changed, but the cupidity 
of man and of nations is the same. 
If we remain a weak and unpre­ 
pared nation, we will eventually cease to be a nation. 
We can drift 
along the lines of least resistance and our destination will surely be 
the placid and stagnant pools of nonentity and national oblivion. 


PATRIOTISM. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott, the venetable minister whose active span of 
public life extends from the Civil war to tho present great European 
tragedy, in writing on "Patriotism," says: 


A nation is made great, not by its fruitful acres, but by tho men 
who cultivate them; not by its great forests, but by the men who use 
them; not by its mines, but by the men who work in them; not by 
its railways, but by the men who build anil run them. 
America was 
a great land when Columbus discovered it: Americans have made 
of it a great nation. 


In 1776 our fathers had a vision of a new nation "conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposition that all men are created 
equal." 
Without an army they fought the greatest of 
existing 
world empires, that they might realize this vision. 
A third of a can 
1 


tury later, without a nuvy they fought the greatest navy in the world 


that they might win for their nation the freedom, of the seas. 
Half 
a century later they fought through an unparalleled civil war that 
they might establish for all time on this continent the inalienable 
right of life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
A third of a cen­ 
tury later they fought to emancipate an oppressed neighbor,, and, 
•victory won, gave back Cuba to the Cubans, sent an army of school­ 
masters to educate for liberty the Filipinos, asked no w*ar indemnity 
from their vanquished enemy, but paid him liberally for his property. 
Meanwhile they offered land freely to any farmer who would live 
upon and cultivate I t , opened to foreign immigrants on equal terms 
the door of 
industrial 
opportunity, 
shared 
with 
them 
political 
equality, and provided by universal taxation for universal education. 


The cynic who can see in this history only a theme for his egotis­ 
tical satire is no true American, whatever his parentage, whatever 
his birthplace. 
He who looks' with pride upon this history which 
his fathers have written by their heroic deeds, who accepts with 
gratitude the inheritance which they have bequeathed to him, and 
who highly resolves to preserve this inheritance unimpaired and to 
pass it on to his 
1 descendants enlarged and enriched, is a true Ameri­ 
can, be his birthplace or his parentage what it may.

Of all the great variety of fruits that 
can be grown in California, the avoca­ 
do stands highest in food value and 
should be grown with other - orchard 
fruits throughout the entire citrus dis­ 
tricts of this state. 


The citrus industry needs some valu­ 
able market fruit to assist in solving 
the over-production" problems. The avo­ 
cado can fill this place better than any 
fruit so far grown in California. The 
tree grows vigorously, produces large 
crops of handsome fruits, which are ex­ 
tremely nutritious and easily digested, 
all of which will help make this fruit 
one of the principal articles of food in 
thousands of our homes. 


The following extract is from a re­ 
cent address b y Dr. H. J . Webber, di­ 
rector of University of California ex­ 
periment station o,t Riverside: 


" T h e food value of the,avocado is 
probably as high or higher than any 
other fruit cultivated. One fruit is said 
to be a fair meal for an ordinary in­ 
dividual. We may expect to see the 
time when this fitrit will form an im­ 
portant part of our every-day diet and 
wo certainly need to grow more of our 
staple foods." . 
• * 


The season of ripening is extended 
by different varieties through the eutire 
year, which is of great advantage. A 
collection of six varieties such as Sol­ 
ano,, Meserve, Taft, Val de Flor, Har- 
man and Fucrte, will furnish fruit for 
the home table from January to De­ 
cember. 


March, April and May are the most 
desirable months for planting. I t is 
even better to plant early in the spring 
and receive the benefit from the late 
rnins, than to wait until May when 
usually the rains are over.

them. The woman today must do some­

Mrs, Lewis then made a fine nppcul 
for the club members t o Investigate 
local affairs, to impTovo conditions by
